New  Boiler  Code  for  British  Columbia. 

A  new  boiler  code  of  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  design,  construction,  and  inspec¬ 
tion  of  boilers,  pressure-vessels,  and  appurten¬ 
ances  for  the  Department  of  Railways  was 
approved  to-day  by  Order  in  Council. 

The  new  boiler  code  embraces  the  best  boiler- 
construction  practices  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States  so  that  greater  advantages  can  be 
derived  from  the  modern  engineering  methods 
practised  to-day  by  the  larger  and  more  pro¬ 
gressive  locomotive  and  boiler  manufacturers. 
One  section  of  the  new  boiler  code  deals  with 
the  latest  methods  of  fusion  welding  and  the 
inspection  of  all-welded  boilers  and  pressure- 
vessels  by  the  X-ray  process,  while  another 
section  deals  exclusively  with  the  design  of 
railway  locomotive  boilers  and  permits  the 
manufacture  of  all-welded  locomotive  boilers 
under  the  control  of  strict  Government  inspec¬ 
tion. 

The  Boiler  Code  Committee  in  preparing  the 
new  boiler  code  endeavoured  to  establish  a 
uniformity  of  rules  and  regulations  between 
the  various  Provincial  Departments  concerned. 
While  advantage  may  be  taken  of  the  most  up- 
to-date  construction  under  this  code,  at  the 
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same  time  the  rules  have  been  made  sufficiently 
flexible  to  make  due  allowances  for  boilers  con¬ 
structed  under  previous  or  other  rulings  in 
order  that  existing  equipment  will  not  be  un¬ 
duly  penalized  and  at  the  same  time  be  safe 
for  operation. 

The  Boiler  Code  Committee  consisted  of 
J.  B.  Tait,  Robert  E.  Swanson,  J.  W.  Millar, 
T.  A.  Wood,  Donald  Denham,  and  J.  H.  Car¬ 
michael. 

The  printing  of  the  new  code  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  King’s  Printer,  and  it  is  expected 
copies  will  be  available  in  a  short  time.

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  Avhat- 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
